A  portion  of  the  arms  in  the  Arsenal  at  Fayetteville,  were,  upon  exam- 
ination, found  to  be  in  a  condition  not  to  warrant  the  expense  necessary 
to  be  incurred,  (even  if  practicable,)  to  render  them  fit  for  service;  and 
were  suffered,  therefore,  to  remain  untouched  by  the  aitist  employed  to 
make  the  repairs  required  under  the  above  act  of  Assembly.  This  has 
produced  some  small  deficiency  in  the  distribution  in  the  counties  to  be 
supplied  from  the  Depots  at  Fayettevi  le  and  Wilmington.  But,  when  it 
is  remembered  that  previous  to  this  distribution  a  larger  number  of  the 
Public  Arms  had  been  loaned,  and  still  remain  in  the  hands  of  Militia  in 
the  same  region,  than  perhaps  in  any  other  section  of  the  State,  no  cause 
of  complaint  of  inequality  of  distribution  can  justly  lie  on  this  account. 

The  abstract  marked  A  not  only  exhibits  the  strength  of  each  Regiment, 
Brigade,  and  Division,  but  also  (as  far  as  returns  are  madej  the  counties 
which  have  availed  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  aforesaid  act,  by  ob- 
taining from  the  several  Depots  their  respective  proportion  of  the  arms  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  of  distribution  prescribed.  With  the  view  of  ensur- 
ing regular  and  full  returns  of  the  Public  Arms  in  the  hands  of  the  Mili- 
tia, it  is  deemed  expedient  to  recommend  that  an  act  be  passed  making  it 
the  duty  of  Captains  to  designate,  in  their  returns  to  the  Colonels,  the 
arms  belonging  to  the  State  from  those  the  property  of  individuals;  and, 
likewise,  the  Colonels,  in  their  duplicate  returns  to  this  office,  to  make 
the  same  discrimination  according  to  the  forms  heretofore  furnished  them. 
r  The  quota  of  Arms  due  to  the  State  from  the  General  Government,  un- 
der the  standing  appropriation  by  Congress,  for  several  years  past,  are 
now  ready  for  delivery,  but  not  yet  brought  into  account  in  this  office.
